Now if he 
an qnly induce the justices to use 
bis pamphlet instead ot theif own 
deos on the subject a valuable leforro 
ylll be brought about; lint in most 
ases a justice of the peace has so high 
n idea of this own importance that 
e declines to listen to anyone.

Ordaalt Native, of India Will Face to 


Be Cleansed. 


It Is astonishing the belief natives In 


southern India have in their caste 
and what they will flo to regain it u 
lost A certain flay In the yenr Is set 
aside for the ceremony of regaining 
"caste." 
An Inclosure about twenty feet square 


is fenced off. and in tills logs of wood 
are burnt, the aslies of which are kept 
red hot by continual funning 


Those going through tbe ceremony 


have to wash themselves In the river 
about a mile away: then, with strings 
of Bowers hanging round their necks. 
they run to the Inclosure By the time 
they reach It the red hot ashes have 
been raked nil over (lie floor and the 
Idol of whatever caste they belong to 
has been placed on a platform at one 
end. 
In rush the "castelcss." barefooted, 


without the slightest hesitation, and 
dance round and round on the red hot 
ashes until they drop from exhaustion 
and are dragged out by their friends.

There are many allusions In eight- 


eenth century literature to shoeblacks 
and blacking. In the London World of 
Jan 31, I'M. Edward Moore, describ- 
ing the miseries of an author, aays tbat 
lie would rather have started in life as 
a shoeblack had he but had thu money 
to buy »r credit to procure "a stool, 
brush and blackball." 


An old kind of blacking consisted of 


ivory black, very coarse moist sugar 
nnd water, with a little vinegar.

mixture of whale oil und snot was used 
in Gray's time. Ttfe author of "Trl- 
vl-i" has general allusions to the "alack 
youth" who stood at street owners 
then as now: 
Hark' The boy calls thee to hia desiin'd 


Ana the shoe shines beneath his oily '.mnd. 


Defoe makes his Colonel .lac'., de-
